Efore I proceed to give you an accompt of 
T5. 6 
the many admirable and prodigious tormes 
ot haile-ſtones, which in a great ſtorm of 
9/7 thunder and lightning , were taken up and 

z £g hewed to many at Markfield in Leicefterſhire, 
— on Thurſday the 7 of this preient mcneth 
of September, it will not be amiſs to repreient unto you, 
th.t it 's the obſervation of ſome learned men, that tome 
places by the Divine Providence, are more appropriate 
tor miracles then others ; not that the hand of God 1s 
confined to any pecular place , but that he is pleaſed 
there more particularly to exerciſe his power, and to ma- 
nifeſt either his Indignation, or his good pleaſure ro the 
Sons of men : Ot this the Hiſtories both ficred and pro-' 
tane, can turmſh us w:ch abundant examples, had we 
the leiluce to proſecute ſo large a Theam, 

' Comets are ſometimes ſeen in the Air, ſhooting forth 
their threatning Traics, like buſhes of hair ſet on fire; 
Sometimes the y »ppear in the torm of a Lance, and ſome- 
times of a great B-am ſer on fi;e, and- with great terrour 
they do fly thorough the Air. Sometimes they repreſent 
a aaked Sword, and ſomerimes a fly:ng Dragon, accor- 
ding £0 the diſpofition of theExha'ations,as they are more 
than, or thick,and more or Jeſs capable of being inflamed. 

The Philoſophers do number up ſeveral forts of themg + 
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tions, being higher or lower in the Regions of the Air , 
or as they are more {wift or ſlow in their motions, 
There hath been apparitions in the Air not onely in the 
forms of Stars, or Sw-1rds, or Lances z but in the (hipes 


of Men and Coaches drawa by horſes. In Germazy about 


twelve yeurs {ince, there was ſeen the (hape of a Man in 
the Air, fitting in the clowds, and cloa hed all in wh ce, 
on his brows were to he4een the rays Of Divinity, Thole 
that beheld ic,did 1ncerrain in their hearts the preparations 
tor Repentance , and a:nendment of lite , believi g they 
had ſeen ſome ſ1gn whereby they might juſtly tuggeſt un- 
to themielves that the Re! urrection was at hand. 


We have beard and icen of late of amany forms of 


Hail-ſtones, wh ch have caulea great wonder in the be- 
holders ; Sometimes they have been taken up 1n4 ob- 
ſerved for the moſt part to be ft,as in that dreadiui ſtorm 
of Hail , preſently aiter chat it rataed fire from heaven, 
which was beheld by many travailers coming lite to Lon- 
don, not tar from Epping about three years fince,and much 
about this time of the year: The Hail-tones then thar 
fell wereof a great breadth, and looked like ſo many flar 
pieces of Ice, Sometimes they have been ſeen to be {quare 
in their form- and above an Inch and an halt in length, 
ſometimes again they have been beheld to be of a grear 


bigneſs, and to carry on them the Image of the face of 


a Man, which indee24 although ic be wonderful, we find 
the like to be recorded in Hiſtory, The term of. theſe 
which I come'now to relate unto you, 1s truely rare, for 
although in the Air, there have o!t been ſeen the ſhapes 
of naked Swords , and Daggers, and ſome forms of 
Meteors repreſenting Spears, and thers repreſenting 
Halberts, yet we can never find that any falling from the 
cloud, were taken up from the earth, as theſe were which 


I come now to declare unto you, 
On Thurſday Septemb. 7. in the afternoon there was ſeen 
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- nikg, which breaking from the angry clouds made way for - 
the caiuing thunder, the clappes whereof were terrible 
4 and continued chiding and roaring :n the Air for the ſpice 
| of an hour: Atevery ſilence and reſpite of the thunder, 

the lightning during this drez4tul ſtorm did break. forth 

| with great force : And the next voyce of the thunder 

qd was loud.r, and more affrighting then thac which was be- 
| fore ; There were no ſhores of raine , but at the laſt 
 — there wasa moſt black; 2nd dreadful ſtorm of Haile, and 
in ſtead of Hail-ſtones there fell ratling down from the 
Air, Halbeards, Swords, and D.:ggers, which being takeu 
up were found to be of the {ane nature , and to be be- 
gotten of the ſame extremity of Cold as were the Hail- 
ſtones, and atter a-liccle time, both the ſight ang the 
fr:ght which the fight brought with it, did meit away at 
once. Many ot the Towa of Markfield, and places adja» 
cent were much amaze at th.s pro:ligious ſpectacle, which 
| to increaſe the x wonder , was leconded by another terri- 
ble noiſe in che Air, as 1f two great Armies had been on 
the r marc!1, and advancing one againſt the other 3 The 
Canons wett hiarg bt piay w.th importunate fury, and the 
muskets on both ſides in repeated volleys did d.\Charge 
| their choe:ick errands: During this incounter there were 
| | bchc!4 many prodigious erruptions of fire, which with 
[ great violerice did fly in the Air, and running lower, did 
tear in pieces many ſtrong Houſes, and laid great Trees 
on their backs, which in au inſtance were plucked up b 
the roots. There was not far off a Lime-kiln, on whic 
| ſome part of the tempeſt did tall with ſo great violence 
that all the Lime was blown up in the Air, jultas in a high 
ſtorm the waters of the Sea are blown, when the winds 
and the waves do wraſtle tor ſupremacy. This being done, 
this part of - the flery tempeſt which came ſo low, was ſeen; 
by all to take its courſe up the hill, where it vaniſhed away, 
and there was heard no more noyle of it. | 
It is certified by ſeveral h_ » that. this Tempeſt-at.. 
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the firft did appear like a thick and rowling Smoak, and 
ſometimes it would caſt it ſelf into a great Circumference, 
like to a great wheel, or an Orbe, not eafie to be com- * 
paſſed. : #
